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Press Hits Secretary Wallace’s Idea to Destroy American Merchant Marine 


The suggestion of Secretary of Agriculture Wallace that our internal resources 
could be aided by discontinuing Government aid to the merchant marine has met 
with marked disapproval in the press. His views—that American agriculture and 
industry would be benefited by allowing foreign nations to carry our foreign 
trade, thus giving them funds to purchase our goods—has been scoffed at, seriously 
refuted and howled against in turn by editors. Even one who sees “realism” in his 
proposal declares it “too drastic” a remedy. 





“Secretary Wallace’s bright idea that we should give up protection of our 
merchant marine and turn the whole business over to foreigners will not commend 
itself to those who realize the magnitude and importance of American shipping in- 
terests,” states the Philadelphia Public Ledger. “As the president of the American 
Steamship Owners’ Association points out, American companies are now maintain- 
ing regular services from our ports to those in other parts of the world. The de- 
struction of such an industry could hardly be contemplated with patience. 

“Put briefly, the Wallace argument is that ‘any further governmental encourage- 
ment of the shipping industry by subsidy or similar measures tend to divert the 
energies of our people into shipping, as compared with other industries.’ The ob- 
vious reply to this is, what if it did? The industry for which the Secretary most 
fears is agriculture. ‘If we further protect shipping’ he says, ‘we shall export less 
of our farm commodities.’ Why? The volume of exports is not affected by the flag 
that carries them. Admitting that a prosperous export trade implies an equally 
prosperous import trade, how are shipping services under foreign flags to be re- 
garded as ‘invisible imports’? Mr, Wallace's logic is curiously twisted. 

It is clear that no one industry can gain by the paralysis of another. The theory 
that shipping might divert our energies from something else is untenable, Our in- 
ternal resources are not to be expanded by leaving the command of the sea to other 
nations. On the contrary, this expansion is intimately connected with the develop- 
ment of the merchant marine. The Secretary does not shine as an economist.” 





“Mr. Henry A. Wallace, the Secretary of Agriculture, is one New Dealer who 
can usually be counted on to talk about public issues in realistic language,” com- 
ments the Baltimore Sun. “He has exemplified his gift for realism once more in his 
suggestion that we might provide a larger market for American farm products by 
‘importing’ shipping services. Reduced to its simplest terms, this suggestion means 
that if American exporters would pay more to foreign shipping firms, foreign coun- 
tries would have that much more dollar exchange with which to buy American 
commodities, 

“* * * Very probably Mr. Wallace will not get very far with his proposal about 
shipping. To accept his views would be to sacrifice the shipping industry, which we 
have sought to build up since the war, for the agricultural industry. That would 
be a drastic reversal of policy—more drastic, perhaps, than we ought to make. * * * 

“We do not want to go that far, at least not without some showing of necessity 





greater than Mr. Wallace has made. But the Secretary of Agriculture has at least 
presented the matter in an illuminating fashion. It is not necessary to accept his 
suggestion in order to understand its value.” 





“What do the records show?” asks the New York Herald Tribune in opposing 
the Wallace suggestion. “That about three-quarters of our overseas exports are 
carried in foreign vessels and a little less than two-thirds of our imports. The esti- 
mated freight bill for our exports in American vessels was about $125,000,000 yearly 
in the height of the boom period. On American imports the amount was even less, 
It is thus apparent that the amount of additional purchasing power which foreign 
nations would receive if this carrying business were turned over to them would be 
small. And it would be at the cost of an American industry which not only affects 
many branches of American business activity but which has a very special part in 
our national life. * * * 

“The answer to Mr, Wallace’s contention is that an effective merchant marine 
is as invaluable in peace as in war. Great Britain and Germany built up their 
foreign trade through their merchant fleets. During the World War, as during the 
Napoleonic wars, the importance to us of an adequate merchant marine was obvious, 
whether we were neutral or belligerent. This in itself justifies the granting of 
subsidies. The greater national interest outweighs the imagined advantages which 
have appealed to Secretary Wallace. If he will consult a former Assistant Secretary 
of the Navy, now an occupant of the White House, he doubtless will receive enlight- 
enment on this point.” 





“That a member of the President’s Cabinet should entertain such views as See- 
retary of Agriculture Wallace expressed in his letter on the American merchant 
marine to Representative Bland, of Virginia, should disqualify him from holding 
any office in the Government,” states the Washington Herald. 

“Such views are stupid! They are unpatriotic! It is difficult to see wherein they 
fall short of being treasonable! * * * 

“Secretary Wallace shows a woeful ignorance of his subject and complete in- 
capacity to touch it except to muddle it. * * * 

“He has forgotten, if in fact he ever knew, what we have suffered from our 
dependence upon foreign shipping and our lack of an adequate merchant marine 
to save our access to foreign markets and preserve the natural outlets for the goods 
of our farms and factories. * * * 

“When facts such as these fail to register upon the intelligence of Secretary 
Wallace, it is perhaps idle to expect him to appreciate the importance of an ade- 
quate merchant marine to our national security and to the efficiency of our Navy. 

“We are now spending $250,000,000 to bring our Navy up to our neglected quota 
under the London Naval Treaty. 

“It is a known fact that without the support of an adequate merchant marine, 
the efficiency of a navai vessel is reduced as much as fifty per cent, and under some 
conditions, virtually destroyed.” 





Air Officers on General Staff 


The War Department announced yes- 
terday that in accordance with the rec- 
ommendations of the Baker Board four 
additional Air Corps officers will be de- 
tailed on the War Department General 
Staff. 

The text of the announcement follows: 

“Following is an extract of the report 
of the Baker committee on the subject 
of the detail of additional Air Corps 
officers on the War Department General 
Staff: ‘The committee believes the num- 
ber of Air Corps officers on the General 
Staff should be increased, with the ob- 
ject of more equitable representation 
and the inculcation of a broader under- 
standing.’ 

“The War Department has decided to 
follow this recommendation and to de- 
tail four additional Air Corps officers on 
the War Department General Staff. This 
will bring the total Air Corps officers 
so detailed to nine, which would be the 
Air Corps quota if the basis for detail 
was equal representation in accordance 
with relative strength of the various 
arms and services. These officers will 
be selected from those legally qualified 
for War Department General Staff duty. 

“A larger number of Air Corps officers 
has not heretofore been assigned on the 
War Department General Staff due to 
the desire of the Chief of the Air Corps 
to have these more experienced officers 
on duty with the Air Corps. 

“This is the first step toward putting 
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into effect recommendations made by the 
Baker board, others will follow as early 
as practicable.” 





General Foulois Replies 


Maj. Gen. Benjamin D. Foulois, whose 
removal as Chief of the Air Corps of 
the Army, was demanded by the Rogers 
Sub-committee of the House Military 
Affairs Committee, has informed the Sec- 
retary of War that he will be unable to 
answer the charges against him until 
the sub-committee gives him access to 
the testimony on which the demands 
were based. 

This the sub-committee has failed to 
do, in spite of repeated requests from 
General Foulois. 

Secretary Dern has forwarded General 
Foulois’ reply to the sub-committee with 
a letter of his own outlining his views. 
This action is noteworthy, for it would 
indicate that Mr. Dern has left further 
action up to the committee. 

The announcement was made public 
- the War Department yesterday as fol- 
Ows: 

“General Foulois has filed with me a 
preliminary statement with regard to 
the demand for his removal as Chief of 
the Air Corps by the Rogers Sub-com- 
mittee, The statement is to the effect 
that he is unable to present his case 
until the Rogers committee makes avail- 
able to him the testimony on which the 
demand is based, and which the commit- 
tee so far has failed to do. His letter 
is accompanied by copies of requests 
made on Chairman Rogers and individ- 
ual members of the committee, along 
with copies of such replies as he has 
received. Under the circumstances, he 
requests that action on the committee's 
demands be suspended until records are 
made available which will enable him 
to prepare final reply. I have forwarded 
General Foulois’ statement to the com- 
— with a letter outlining my posi- 
tion.” 

At present none of the members of 
the Rogers sub-committee are in Wash- 
ington, so that an early reply probably 
will not be made. The affairs of the 
committee, which has developed prima- 
rily into an investigating body, are now 
being directed virtually 100 per cent by 
H. O. Hoaglan, a special investigator 
employed by the Comptroller General’s 





office and lent to the committee. 

So secretive and mysterious have the 
affairs of the committee become that no 
one is allowed in the committee room 
without Mr. Hoaglan’s consent. The 
doors are always locked and callers will 
not be admitted unless Mr. Hoaglan ex- 
pects them in advance and wants them 
admitted. So far has this been carried 
that not even are the charwomen or 
cleaners admitted, the rooms not having 
been cleaned since the committee ad- 
journed. 

The investigator is now out of town 
on a “secret mission” and is not ex- 
pected to return until Monday. In the 
meanwhile the committee rooms are se- 
curely locked and the correspondence 
being saved until his return. 

Letters have been dispatched by Mr. 
Hoaglan to all members of the sub-com- 
mittee urging that a meeting of the com- 
mittee be called within a few weeks and 
it is probable that at that time the 
“probing” will be resumed. 





Journal’s Promotion Poll 
(Continued from First Page) 
little in the percentage of the total fall- 
ing to 14 plus as compared with 15.4 in 

last week’s total. 

More, however, appeared to be voting 
for the Question Hight (any other plan 
you may have in mind), for its total this 
week represented about 9 per cent as 
compared with 7.7 the week previous. 

Question Two (a method based on 
forced attrition) moved up to fourth 
place with 130 votes, changing places 
with question six (a method based on 
a separate promotion list) which last 
week held fourth place. 

The others maintained their relative 
same order of preference, with question 
three (a method based solely upon selec- 
tion up) which continued in last place 
with but 1.9 per cent of the total. 

Looking at the totals by ranks, it is 
noted that not only does the MacArthur 
bill gain its principal support numerical- 
ly from the captains grade, but also on 
a percentage basis, for of those voting 
a greater percentage of captains voted 
for the bill than those of any other 
grade. It is noted that of the captains 
voting, 61 per cent voted for the Mac- 
Arthur bill and only 9 per cent for the 
forced attrition-selection combination, 


whereas among the general officers this 
situation is reversed, 59 per cent of the 
generals voting for the forced attrition- 
selection combination and only 22 per 
cent for the MacArthur bill. 

In the grades of colonels and lieu- 
tenant colonels each voted approximately 
50 per cent for the MacArthur bill, while 
18 per cent of the higher rank voted for 
the forced attrition-selection combination 
and 16 per cent of the lieutenant colo- 
nels. In the majors grade 54 per cent 
voted for the MacArthur bill and 19 per 
cent for the forced attrition-selection 
combination, a greater percentage of this 
grade having favored the latter method 
than that of any other grade. 

Among the lieutenants, 56 per cent of 
the first lieutenants and 57 per cent of 
the second lieutenants voted for the Mac- 
Arthur bill, while 17 per cent of the first 
and 15 per cent of the second lieutenants 
voted for the forced attrition-selection 
combination. 

In the arms and services, the Mac- 
Arthur bill gains its greatest support 
both numerically and on a percentage 
basis in the Infantry, where 67 per cent 
of the Infantry officers voting cast their 
ballots for that plan and only 11 per 


cent for the forced attrition-selection 
combination. 

Close behind the Infantry was the 
Cavalry with 62 per cent, the Judge 


Advocate General’s Department with 65 
per cent and the Quartermaster Depart- 
ment with 62 per cent voting for the 
MacArthur bill. 

The MacArthur bill fared least well 
in the Air Corps where 23 per cent of 
those voting prefered the MacArthur bill, 
while 49 per cent favored branch promo 
tion, and only 9 per cent for the forced 
attrition-selection combination. 

The forced attrition-selection combina- 
tion seemed to gain most favor in the 
Ordnance Department where 29 per cent 
voted for it and 39 per cent for the 
MacArthur plan. 

All of the branches, except the Air 
Corps, Ordnance Department and the 
Chemical Warfare Service voted more 
than 50 per cent for the MacArthur bili.

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Chaplains Organize 

More than 50 Chaplains of the various 
components of our Army assembled at 
Ft. Devens, Mass., on August 14, 1934, 
to form a Ohapter of the organization 
known as the “Chaplains’ Association of 
the Army of the United States”. 

This association is national in scope 
and includes all clergymen who hold or 
ever held a commission in the “Army of 
the United States’’. Its principle purpose 
is to counsel and advise with the Chief 
of Chaplains in regard to the work of 
army chaplains both in peace and war, 
as well as to combat the ultra-pacifist 
ideas so current in our day, ideas which 
are hostile to every sensible and sane 
program of national defense. 

This meeting at Devens was made to 
coincide with the official visit there of 
the Chief of Chaplains, Col. Alva J. 
Brasted, USA, who was inspecting chap- 
lains and their activities in the Ist 
Corp Area. 

The meeting was called to order by 
Ohaplain Peter J, Quinn, Post Chaplain, 
Ft. Devens. Words of welcome were 
spoken by Oolonel Foreman, Command- 
ing Officer of the Post. Colonel Alva J. 
Brasted, Ohief of Chaplains, USA, was 
introduced and said grace. 

After luncheon, Chaplain M. J. O’Con- 
nor, Ohaplain 26th Division made an 
address. This was followed with an 
address by Colonel Brasted. 

It was unanimously voted to form a 
First Corp Area Chapter of the Chap- 
lains’ Association of the Army of the 
United States. The following officers 
were elected: 

President, Peter J. Quinn, Post OChap- 
lain, Ft. Devens, Mass.; vice-presidents, 
Chaplain, Abbot Peterson, Division Chap- 
lain, 26th Division, for Massachusetts 
Chaplain, J. J. O’Reilly for Rhode Is- 
land; Chaplain, W. O. Nuzum, for New 
Hampshire; Chaplain, Loyal Y. Graham, 
8rd, for Connecticut; Chaplain, Paul 
Moody, for Vermont; Chaplain, William 
D. Veazie, for Maine; and Secy-Treas., 
Chaplain K. O. MacArthur, 182nd In- 
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fantry. 

A number of resolutions were adopted, 
including the following, which was intro- 
duced by Chaplain K. C. MaecArthur— 

“Whereas there are, in certain church cir- 
cles, lack of knowledge of the work of 
military and naval chaplains, and a dispo- 
sition to withdraw eccesliastical sanction 
from them, be it resolved, by this confer- 
ence of regular Army, National Guard and 
Organized Reserve Corps Chaplains, that we 
affirm our conviction: 

“1, That, the chaplain is in a position of 
unique advantage to render a great spiritual 
and moral service to a large body of young 
men, who are not ordinarily accessible to a 
civilian ministry. 

“2, That, the religious bodies should ree- 
ognize the importance of this work and 
should give it their hearty and intelligent 
support.” 


Alaska Fliers Return 

The Army’s aerial expedition of ten 
bombardment planes returned from 
Alaska last Monday, arriving in Wash- 
ington on scheduled time to be greeted 
by a distinguished gathering, including 
Secretary of War Dern, Assistant Secre- 
tary Woodring, Maj. Gen. B. D. Foulois, 
chief of the Air Corps, and Brig. Gen. 
Oscar Westover, assistant chief of the 
Air Corps. 

Under the leadership of Lt. Col. H. 
H. Arnold, AC, the planes completed 10,- 
000 miles of flying and proved that it is 
possible to take tactical units to Alaska 
quickly. The flight was for training and 
map-making purposes and set a record 
for the number of square miles mapped 
in a day. 

“You have forged a new link between 
Alaska and the people of the United 
States,” Secretary Dern said to Lieut. 
Col. Arnold. “You have demonstrated 
anew the skill and daring of our army 
and its fliers and the thoroughness of 
their training.” 

The Secretary of War added that he 
would carry on the spirit of progress 
thus demonstrated and would use every 
effort to put into effect the recommen- 
dations of the special board headed by 
Newton D. Baker, former Secretary of 
War, with the purpose of “placing our 
Army Air Corps where it belongs, 
in the front rank of world air powers.”

Navy Enters Balloon Race 


Participation of a Navy balloon in the 
Gordon Bennett Balloon Races, which 
are to be held at Warsaw, Poland, Sept. 
23, 1934, has been authorized by the Sec- 
retary of the Navy. Lt. (jg) Charles H. 
Kendall, USN, and Lt. (jg) Howard T. 
Orville, USN, winners of the National 
Elimination Balloon Race from Birming- 
ham, Ala., July 31, will pilot the Navy’s 
entry in the international race. 

The contest this year will be for the 
fourth Gordon Bennett Cup, which when 
won three times by a country becomes 
the permanent possession of that coun- 
try. This trophy was won last year by 
Poland’s entry in the International Bal- 
loon race held in Chicago on Sept. 3, 
1933, 

A report of his experiences during the 
National Race, on July 31, has been 
made by Lieutenant Kendall to the De- 
partment. 

“The Navy drew fifth place to take 
off and that it took to the air at 6:40 
p. m.,” he stated, “All equipment, espe- 
cially the sand ballast, was very wet 
from the recent showers, so there were 
only 39 bags of sand aboard at take off, 
besides oxygen, heavy flight clothes, food, 
water, and instruments. From local 
upper air reports, the most favorable 
breeze was below 2,000 feet, so that al- 
titude was not reached until sunrise. 
Shortly after midnight, a very heavy 
ground fog formed, making low altitudes 
a bit hazardous due to the maze of high- 
tension power lines in that vicinity, not 
to mention some of the ridges which are 
better than 1,500 feet high. 

“Thick, high cloudiness obscured the 
moon and stars, so navigating was out 
of the question till sunrise. The course 
generally was N.B. After sunrise, the 
balloon was allowed to rise as it picked 
up heat, the rate being checked by valv- 
ing. When the position was definitely 
established through holes in the clouds 
the course was due east, altitude 8,000 


feet. It was decided to come down 
through the clouds again and try for a 
more northerly set. Seattered rain 


storms were encountered, so the balloon 
was again taken up above the clouds to 
get out of the rain. The course was 
then found to be southeast and it was 
decided to take a chance with the scat- 
tered showers at low altitudes. The air 
was quite turbulent during mid-day and 
early afternoon, causing the expenditure 
of considerable ballast and gas to main- 
tain a constant altitude. By sunset, the 
breeze had died out completely, and af- 
ter making a circle around Commerce, 
Ga., at various altitudes and finding no 
breeze, the landing was made at 9:00 
p. m. August 1, six miles east of Com- 
merce, with only two bags of ballast re- 
maining for the landing.” 

Lieutenant Kendall and Lieutenant 
Orville covered a distance of 206.4 miles,

radio despatch from the Saratoga, Naval 
Aireraft Carrier, operating off the Vir- 
ginia Capes to the effect that Lt. John 
Scott Graff, USN, has been reported 
missing, Wednesday, Aug. 22, 24 miles 
off from Winterquarter Shoals Light- 
vessel when the plane he was piloting, 
a SU-1 type navy scouting plane, sank 
after a forced landing. Apparently, Lieu- 
tenant Graff went down in the plane 
immediately after landing. Chief radio- 
man, R. T. Kelly, USN, who had been a 
passenger in the plane has been rescued.

Allocate Building Program 

Pushing forward toward a treaty Navy 
by 1941, the Navy Department allocated 
this week to private and public yards 
the construction of 24 naval vessels, com- 
prising the current year’s building pro- 
gram. 

Contracts were let for the construction 
of eleyen vessels in commercial ship- 
yards, and at the same time navy yards 
were allocated 13 ships. With the laying 
down of these vessels, the number of 
naval vessels under construction will 
total 59, while nine vessels have been 
completed since the beginning of the cur- 
rent calendar year. Even with this ac- 
tivity, unprecedented in peace-time, there 
will still remain 78 vessels to be laid 


down and constructed to reach treaty 
strength, 
In all cases, it was stated, the con- 


tracts awarded were on the basis of ad- 
justed prices, permitting an unlimited 
increase if labor or material costs mount. 
Notwithstanding, contract prices, except 
in case of submarines, were generally 
higher than the awards last year. The 
awards to private yards were as follows: 

One light cruiser (10,000 tons) to the 
Newport News Shipbuilding & Dry Dock 
Company, Newport News, Va., $11,650,- 
000. 

One light cruiser (10,000 tons) to the 
New York Shipbuilding Corporation, 
Camden, N. J., $11,975,000. 

Two heavy destroyers (1,850 tons) to 
the Federal Shipbuilding and Dry Dock 
Company, Kearny, N. J., $3,946,000 
(each). 

Two light destroyers (1,500 tons) to 
the Bethlehem Shipbuilding Corporation, 
Quincy, Mass., $3,784,000 (each). 

Two light destroyers (1,500 tons) to 
the United Shipbuilding and Dry Dock 
Company of New York, $3,430,000 
(each). 

Three submarines (about 1,300 tons) 
to the Electric Boat Company of Groton,

Awards and allocations in all cases 
are made in accordance with contract 
plans prepared by the Department except 
in the case of two destroyers awarded to 
the Bethlehem Shipbuilding Corporation, 
which design was prepared by that Cor- 
poration. This design offers some 
marked improvements over previous de- 
stroyer designs, the Department an- 
nouncement stated. 

It had been the intention of the De- 
partment to divide the construction 
evenly between government and private 
yards. An additional destroyer was al- 
located to a navy yard, however, because 
there were no companies submitting sat- 
isfactory bids for single destroyers with- 
in the limit of cost, it was stated.

UNDER THE PLAN WHICH THE ARMY AND NAVY JOURNAL is pursu- 
ing in connection with its Army Promotion Reform Poll, we will address a letter 
to the President of the General Council during the first week of September pre- 
senting a summary of the results as of that time. Because of the large influence 
which this summary will exercise upon the deliberations of the Council, it is 
imperative that those officers who have not yet mailed their cards do so at once. 
The summary will give the totals in support of the different promotion principles 
recited on the card as of September 1, and will include the results from the 
troops overseas, which are to be radioed to us. Thus it will indicate effectively 
what the majority sentiment of the Army is, as desired by General MacArthur. 
But in order that the summary wili not be merely a cross section but a complete 
expression of Army sentiment, the views of the entire promotion list personnel 
are necessary. In his directive to the General Council, General MacArthur proposed 
that the Council learn the attitude of “every officer”. It was to assist the Council 
in the execution of the General’s command that the Army AND Navy JOURNAL 
inaugurated the poll. We cannot impress too strongly, therefore, upon those 
officers who for one reason or another have neglected to mark and mail their 
eards that not only would such action be of personal importance to themselves 
but would be helpful to the Council and in accordance with the desire of General 
MacArthur. We reiterate that cards marked confidential will be so regarded by 
us. Therefore, in order that the summary which we will furnish to the Council 
during the first week of September shall be as complete as possible, MAIL THAT 
WITHHELD CARD TODAY. If you have mislaid your card or not received it, 
advise us and we will send a card by return mail. 


PRESIDENT ROOSEVELT HAS BEEN APPLAUDED by the country for 
his purpose to develop a Navy second to none, but the steps he has taken and the 
declarations he has made in so providing for National Defense promise seriously 
to be compromised if the policy announced by his Secretary of Agriculture is 
to be his policy. The Cabinet Officer in a letter to Representative Bland, Chair- 
man of the House Merchant Marine and Fisheries Committee, amazingly proposes 
the “leaving partly to foreigners” of our carrying trade upon the seas. In other 
words, it is his deliberate judgment that there should be no further govern- 
mental encouragement of the American Merchant Marine. To the Army as well 
as the Navy this is an attitude which if adopted will weaken gravely the ability 
of the country to defend itself in case of war. It is interesting, if nof important, 
that Mr. Wallace is moving as desired by British statesmen, that he may have 
consulted Secretary Hull before mailing his letter, and that he was motivated 
by a desire to assist the latter in his reciprocity negotiations. But what is of 
vital importance is that it is proposed by one of our own government officials 
to place the United States again in the position of depending upon foreign tonnage 
to transport our troops and their supplies to a theatre of war. Veterans of the 
World War recall the pitiable lack of American shippinz available at the out- 
break of that conflict, either for service as commerce destroyers and troop ships 
with the Navy or troop ships for the Army, the dangerous way in which Major 
General Goethals was forced to overload the ships with officers and men, and 
the terribly high price we were compelled to pay the British Government for the 
use of its ships. They recall the feverish efforts made to build ships, any kind 
of ships, to carry troops and freight to General Pershing’s anxious and unequipped 
command; the flasco of wooden ships made of green lumber from trees in which, 
to quote General Goethals, the birds were singing, the fabricated ships, the con- 
crete ships. Apparently Mr. Wallace, if he ever knew, has forgotten one of 
the most important lessons of the World War. He has overlooked the consistent 
policy of the United States since that war to encourage American shipping. To 
scrap it now, when a start has been made, is to play into the hands of the 
British and Japanese, to weaken our country, and to add to the dangers of the 
officers and men who taken from our population, may have to fight elsewhere 
than in the United States. The President should refuse to heed what obviously 
is a proposal of foreign inspiration, and to guide him emphatic protests against 
it should be presented by the Secretary of War and the Secretary of the Navy. 


IN THE LAST WEEK’S ISSUE OF THE ARMY AND NAVY JOURNAL, there 
was a paragraph by our well informed writers of M. I. N. I. that deserves dis- 
cussion. It was that announcing the designation by the President of the Chief 
of Staff as supreme commander of the American Armies in being and on paper. 
The war history of America largely has been a history of divided command. 
General Washington was constantly handicapped by Congress, and it was not 
until he attained such popular eminence that he was allowed the independence 
which brought about Yorktown, the Treaty of Peace and Freedom. During the 
Civil War, it was not until the supreme command was vested in General Grant 
that the Confederacy was forced to surrender. In the World War, General 
Pershing was constantly troubled by Washington and he was compelled to devote 
a great deal of his time to letter writing which could have been more effectively 
employed in hastening the destruction of the enemy’s Armies before him. In 
that same war, the Allied and Associated Powers moved to victory only when 
Marshal Foch was made supreme commander. Hereafter, as a result of the in- 
sistent recommendation of General MacArthur, there will be no divided command 
for the American Armies. It wili be the Chief of Staff who will be in complete 


control, and the precedent has been established by the order of the President 
and the assumption of command of the Four paper Armies of the United States 
by General MacArthur.

In the event 
that their release is not secured, re- 
port immediately to me.” 

The young officer proceeded to the 
country and, contacting the high poten- 
tate, asked that the missionaries be re- 
leased. His request was refused. For 
six days in succession he met with a 
Similar refusal. For the seventh and 
last time he approached the high poten- 
tate with a request that the mission- 
aries be released and was again met 
with a refusal, upon which the young 
lieutenant said: “In view of your re- 
fusal, it becomes my painful duty to 
inform you that I must now proceed to 
carry out Paragraph 2 of my orders,” 
whereupon the high potentate thinking 
that the young officer meant to lay down 
a blockade or perform some other drastic 
reprisal, immediately released the mis- 
sionaries. Thus, the young officer did 
not have to report failure to his superior 
officer.

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SERVICE NEWS AND GOSSIP 


Colonel Sultan Engineer Commissioner—The citizens of the Nation’s Capital re- 
ceived with acclaim the White House announcement of the appointment of Lt. Col. 
Daniel I, Sultan, CE, USA, as Engineer Commissioner of the District of Columbia. 
The post is a most important one to the smooth operation and future development 
of the city. His appointment received the approbation of the local newspapers. 

Colonel Sultan has a distinguished record as an Army engineer, his most recent 
achievement having been in charge of the Nicaragua Canal Survey for which he was 
awarded the Oak Leaf Cluster, representing the second award of the Distinguished 
Service Medal. His prior award of this medal was for outstanding service as chief 
of the personnel section of the office of the executive assistant to the Chief of Staff 
of the Army during the World War and the demobilization. 











Permanent Admirals and Vice Admirals—Legislation now being drafted in the 
Bureau of Navigation to effect an increase in Line officers and revise the per- 
centages in grade, will probably contain a provision for establishing the permanent 
ranks of admiral and vice admiral, it was stated this week. : 

Consideration is being given to this matter at the present time, and it is likely 
that such a proposal will be made to Congress for such disposition as that body 
might take. The Congress has always been reluctant to allow to either the Navy 
or the Army any advanced permanant rank above the grades of rear admiral or 
major general, despite the fact that the ranking naval and military officers of 
other nations outrank our highest officers. The British Navy, for example, with 
which we are supposed to have parity, has six admirals, and twelve vice admirals 
holding permanent commissions as such. These are in addition to four admirals 
of the fleet, four admirals, and nine vice admirals on the inactive list. Japan 
has nine admirals and 19 vice admirals. 

While any appreciable increase in the number of admirals and vice admirals 
berths is not likely to be sought, it is felt by many officers that it is only just 
that an officer who has held command of the Fleet or one of the major subdivisions 
thereof with temporary higher rank should keep this higher rank when he comes 
ashore to the General Board or goes on the retired list. It is believed only fitting 
that an officer who has been Chief of Naval Operations for four years should retain 
his four stars and should not have to take rank below oflicers junior to him who 
hold temporarily a commission as vice admiral or admiral. 

While such a provision is likely to be inserted in the bill to increase the Line 
officer strength to be presented to Congress next January, it is not expected that 
the number of flag officers and captains will be proportionately increased. The 
studies of the Bureau of Navigation show that 7,000 Line officers will be needed 
for the treaty Navy, exclusive of an additional six or seven hundred naval aviators 
which will be required for the aircraft of such a Navy. If the present percent- 
ages are retained, there would be an appreciable increase in the number of cap- 
tains and rear admirals. A careful study is being made of the minimum needs 
for officers of these two ranks and it is tentatively estimated that while addi- 
tional captains and flag officers will be required, a proportionate increase will not 
be necessary. 

The bill being drafted deals only with Line officers. As far as the Bureau 
of Navigation is concerned, the recommendations of the Roosevelt Board for reduc- 
tion of the Staff Corps and the assumption of staff duties by junior Line officers 
is still the policy to be followed. 


The Four Army Organization and Its Relation to the Command Post Exercise— 
In order to facilitate the preparedness of our reduced number of trained officers 
and men in an emergency, General Douglas MacArthur in 1933 reorganized our 
Army into four field armies. One of the purposes of the War Department maneu- 
vers, which will take place in New Jersey September 2-8, is to determine the prac- 
ticability of the War Department plan under this new organization. Believing 
that a clearer understanding of these maneuvers will be obtained thereby, an 
explanation of the Four Army organization is given: 

“Shortly after the amendment of the National Defense Act in 1920, a General 
Mobilization Plan was provided by the War Department, with Six Field Armies 
as the basis for the organization of the Army of the United States. To each of 
the nine Corps Areas was allocated one tactical division of the Regular Army, 
two of the National Guard, and three of the Organized Reserves, together with 
certain General Headquarters, Corps, and Army troops, the total of which provided 
the required units for the six armies. 

‘The plan was predicated on the assumption that the National Defense Act 
would be made effective in its fundamental provisions, one of which was the peace- 
time strength of the Army. Had the Regular Army and National Guard been 
maintained at the numbers prescribed, a force of satisfactory strength could have 
been constantly available for immediate action under the General Mobilization 
Plan and that force could have been, in emergency, augmented from Organized 
Reserve units at a satisfactory rate. As a result of the successive reductions in 
the strength of the Regular Army and the National Guard, the plan became appli- 
cable only to a situation comparable to that of the World War, where unusual 
circumstances assured protection of the homeland, without military action on our 
part, during a long period of mobilization. It is believed conservative to state, 
however, that under the General Mobilization Plan, we could repeat an effort similar 
to that of the World War in half the time and at half the expenditure made then, 

“No steps were taken under the Six Army Plan to organize armies and corps. 
Our highest commander, other than the Chief of Staff, was the Corps Area Com- 
mander, whose command was territorial as well as tactical. For training in the 
duties of high command some exercises were held, and for these the several head- 
quarters were established and assignments made of the officers who were to act 
as Army and Corps commanders and staffs. In most cases, these exercises consti- 
tuted the sole contact and responsibility the personnel would share in common; 
the exercises completed, the headquarters would dissolve and each officer would 
turn again to his peace-time duties. It had become increasingly evident that the 
General Mobilization Plan, based on the organization of the Six Armies, while 
admirably adapted to an orderly mobilization executed at leisure, left too many 
vital matters to be decided and too many orders and instructions to be issued 
at the outbreak of war, when the situation might demand the maximum readiness 
of every trained soldier available. 

“In order to meet the difficulties inherent to our system and accentuated by 
the reduced number of trained officers and men available, General Douglas Mac- 
Arthur, Chief of Staff of the Army, decided upon certain radical changes, including 
the following: 

“1. The peace-time set-up should include the organization of a General Head- 
quarters, a General Headquarters Air Force, and Four Armies. _The First Army 


to be organized from units in the I, II and III Corps Areas, the Second Army 
from the V and VI Corps Areas, the Third Army from the IV and VIII Corps 
Areas, and the Fourth Army from the VII and IX Corps ‘Areas. 


“2..The command and staff organizations of General Headquarters, Armies 





and Corps, should be organized in peace, so as to be enabled to take the field with- 
out delay at the outbreak of war, and tactical divisions and other units should be 
permanently assigned to these higher organizations. 

“3. Higher commanders should be charged with the organization and training 
of their commands. 

“4, Corps Area Commanders should be relieved of responsibility for defense 
plans and operations of combat forces and devote their entire effort, in war, to the 
administration of the mobilization and supply. 

“}. In so far as possible, every activity, not only in the field but also in the 
Zone of the Interior, should have an officer or group of officers permanently assigned 
for peace-time planning and for active supervision should mobilization be ordered, 

“6. The plan should be capable of immediate operation on orders of the 
President. 

“7, The means should be provided to expedite the readiness of the Army and 
Corps troops essential for the effective field operations of the tactical divisions 
when concentrated. 

“8. Our existing organization should be exploited to permit the induction of 
great numbers of voluntary enlistments, and the building up of the field forces 
at a rate limited only by the equipment available and the capacity of our indus. 
tries to produce munitions. 

“9. The differences which have arisen in past wars between the commander 
of the field force and the War Department should be avoided by making the Chief 
of Staff supreme in both—free to assume personal direction in the field when the 
situation makes such action advisable, and, at the same time, retain general 
direction of all war activities. 

“10. Full use should be made of the studies and plans already completed and 
the basic principles evolved should be adhered to.” 


Stage Naval Air Show for Howell Board—Members of the Howell Aviation Com- 
mission, appointed by the President in accordance with an act of the last Congress 
to study the condition of military and civilian aeronautics in the United States, 
will be the guests of honor at a demonstration of naval aircraft to be held off 
the Virginia Capes, Sept. 6, 1934. 

Beyond a bare announcement that the demonstration would be held, nothing 
was given out by the Navy Department regarding the maneuvers. The Depart- 
ment’s statement declared: 

“Acting Secretary of the Navy Roosevelt announced today that the Com- 
mander-in-Chief of the United States Fleet, Admiral Joseph M. Reeves, USN, has 
arranged for a demonstration of carrier, battleship and cruiser based aircraft to 
be held off the Virginia Capes, Sept. 6, 19384. There will be demonstrations of take- 
offs and landings from the two aircraft carriers, Saratoga and Lexington, and 
flights showing planes and squadrons in tactical formations. The aerial maneuvers 
from the carriers to be coordinated with catapults of planes from battleships and 
cruisers.” 

It was learned, however, that the “demonstration” is being staged for the 
Howell Board. Attendance will be by invitation only. Besides the Howell Com- 
mission, the guest list, now being completed, includes members of Congress, air- 
craft manufacturers, newspaper men and prominent citizens. 


Reserve Officers Manual—-A most interesting and instructive manual has _ been 
compiled by Reserve Officers Association under the direction of its National Secre- 
tary, Maj. Bennett A. Molter, Air-Res., and is now being distributed to national 
officers of the association and to department and chapter presidents and secretaries. 

The 40 pages of the manual, in a convenient pocket-fitting size, are chock full 
of facts needed by members of the Reserve Officers Association. Beside a roster 
of the national and Corps Area officers and department presidents, it contains 
the Declaration of Principles, National Defense Plan, and chapters on organl- 
zation, national headquarters, corps area council, the department and its com- 
mittees, installation of officers, rules and regulations, the chapter, chapter meetings 
and committees, enrollment instructions, national constitution, national by-laws, 
results of legislative efforts, and pay and allowances of officers. 

An interesting exposition of the organization of the association is contained 
in the manual, from which the following is extracted: 

“For administrative purposes the Association is subdivided into Corps Area 
Councils, Departments, and Chapters. 

“As the chiefs of the various subdivisions of the War Department are charged 
with certain responsibilities, so are the subdivisions of our Association. Com- 
mander-in-Chief—National. President; Chief of Staff—National Secretary; G-1— 
Personnel—National Council; G-2—Information—Advisory Council; G-3—Opera- 
tions—Executive Committee; G-4—Fiscal—Special Committees; Corps Area Com- 
manders—Corps Area Presidents; Division Commanders—-Department Presidents; 
Regimental Commanders—Chapter Presidents. 

“National Headquarters are maintained in Washington, D. C., to correlate and 
bring together all Corps Area, Department and Chapter activities to provide ade- 
quate National Defense; to maintain close liaison with the War Department Gen- 
eral Staff for the effective presentation of problems affecting Reserve training and 
policies; and to present the viewpoint of the Reserve on matters of military policy 
to the Congress of the United States. The administration of National Headquar- 
ters is conducted by the National Secretary under the direct supervision of the 
National President. 

“Each Corps Area Council acts in an advisory capacity to the Departments and 
Chapters under its jurisdiction, with such administrative duties as may be dele 
gated to it by the collective action of the Departments. The Corps Area President 
and in his absence the Corps Area Vice-President is the representative in his Corps 
Area of the National President, and as such shall perform such administrative 
duties as may be delegated to him by the National President. 

“The departments under the power and authority vested in them by the issu- 
ance of a Charter exercise and enjoy all the rights and privileges of a department 
of the Association upon condition that they at all times and in all things conform 
to and be governed by the national constitution, by-laws, rules and regulations of 
the Association as they now are or hereafter may be duly altered or amended, 
together with such actions as may be taken, and such policies as may be adopted 
by the National Association, the National Council, the National Executive Commit- 
tee, on the National President. 

“The department organization should consist of a president, a vice-president, 
or vice-presidents, depending upon the degree of flexibility desired and the organi 
zation required to obtain the desired results in the particular State in which the 
department is located; a secretary (elective or appointive) ; a treasurer, a chap 
lain, an historian, and such other officers as may be designated in the particulat 
department’s constitution and by-laws. 

“The department should further have an executive or advisory committee: ® 
joint legislative committee; a press relations committeee; a membership procure 
ment committee; a national Defense Week committee; an annual convention col 
mittee; and such other department committees as will result in the attainment © 
the particular objectives of the National Association and the department.’”

CCC Activities 

In addition to the authorized volunteer 
clergymen the War Department has held 
that clergymen may be employed at the 
rate of $30 per month, provided they 
agree in writing to conduct not less than 
one religious service per week in a camp 
and to make those emergency visits 
which are required in cases such as ex- 
treme sickness and death; provided fur- 
ther, that no one individual be paid more 
than $30 per month (not including mile- 
age) under this authority; and provided 
further, that the total number of such 
remunerated clergymen and the number 
from any particular denomination shall 
be fixed from time to time by the Direc- 
tor, Emergency Conservation Work, and 
the number so fixed shall be then sub- 
allotted to corps areas by the War De- 
partment, in accordance with the recom- 
mendation of the Director, Emergency 
Conservation Work. In the case of any 
individual, the agreement to serve may 
be terminated at the discretion of the 
corps area commander. Clergymen will 
receive transportation or mileage as pro- 
vided for volunteer clergymen in e above, 
except that the mileage voucher will be 
supported by a copy of the agreement to 
serve and except further that if the 
clergyman elects to conduct more than 
one but not to exceed three services each 
week he may be paid the mileage in- 
volved.

Prepare for G.H.G. Maneuvers 
Preparations for the Army Maneuvers, 
which will be held in New Jersey from 
September 2 to 8, are rapidly nearing 
completion. Army Commanders of the 
First and Second Armies and their su- 
bordinate Unit Commanders have been 
issued the “Situation” upon which the 
maneuvers are to be based, and have 
been directed to submit to General Head- 
quarters their solution to the First Re- 
quirement. According to the “Situation” 
the United States (Blue) is involved in 
a war in the West which has existed for 
a short period of time; the United States 
Fleet is concentrated in the Pacific and 
the General Headquarters Air Force is 
assembled in Pacific coast airdromes. 

Following the declaration of war in 
the West, Congress authorized the use 
of the armed forces of the United States 
under its National Defense Act. The 
United States immediately put into effect 
the plans prepared during peacetime and 
started the mobilization of its four Ar- 
mies. The Third and Fourth Armies 
were to be directed toward the emer- 
gency existing in the Pacific area, while 
the First and Second Armies were to be 
held in Strategic Reserve within Corps 
Areas, prepared to reinforce the Third 
and Fourth Armies or to meet other 
emergencies. 

Fearing a sudden invasion of our At- 
lantic Coast by a coalition of powers 
who might take advantage of our posi- 
tion in the West, and attempt to gain 
a foothold in our industrial East before 
we can concentrate sufficient troops to 
frustrate their movement, General Doug- 
las MacArthur has directed the Comman- 
ders of the First and Second Armies to 
prepare plans for concentrating their 
troops in the North Atlantic Sector on a 
moment’s notice. The situation as it 
now exists calls for a major effort on the 
part of the United States, making full 
use of its manpower and resources.

The Federal Reserve Board’s condition 
statement of weekly reporting member 
banks in 91 leading cities on August 15 
shows increases for the week of $106,- 
000,000 in net demand deposits, $14,000,- 
000 in time deposits and $57,000,000 in 
investments, and a decrease of $41,000,- 
000 in Government deposits. 

Loans on securities declined $10,000,- 
000 at all reporting member banks. “All 
other” loans declined $6,000,000 at re- 
porting member banks in the New York 
district, and increased $6,000,000 in the 
San Francisco district and $8,000,000 at 
all reporting banks. , 

Holdings of United States Govern- 
ment securities increased $13,000,000 in 
the San Francisco district, $11,000,000 
in the New York district, $8,000,000 in 
the Boston district, $6,000,000 in the 
Cleveland district and $24,000,000 at all 
reporting member banks, and declined 
$9,000,000 in the St. Louis district. Hold- 
ings of other securities increased $23,- 
000,000 in the New York district and 
$33,000,000 at all reporting banks. 

Licensed member banks formerly in- 
cluded in the condition statement of 
member banks in 101 leading cities, but 
not now included in the weekly state- 
ment, had total loans and investments 
of $1,179,000,000 and net demand, time 
and Government deposits of $1,273,000,- 
000 on August 15, compared with $1,- 
173,000,000 and $1,264,000,000 respect- 
ively, on August 8.

More Anent Coast Defenses 
Rditor, ARMY AND Navy JOURNAL: 


One of your correspondents draws 
attention to the local coast defense 
attitude of mind underlying the organi- 
zation of the coast fortifications and 
underlying the ambition of the Army 
Air Force to expand itself into a local 
coast defense force. 


The local coast defense preoccupation 
of the mind of the population is very 
old. Jefferson, with his gunboat policy, 
is an example of this preoccupation. The 
landings and burnings by foreign forces 
during the War of 1812 could easily ac- 
count for an inherited leaning toward 
local defensive measures. The Navy, 
with its turreted smooth water harbor 
monitors, was itself preoccupied with 
local defense from Civil War times up 
to and beyond the Spanish War era. 
The world doctrines put over by John 
Hay opened the country’s mind to the 
fact that we are a great Pacific Ocean 
power, and that our defense frontier 
never has been on our coasts, but far 
over the oceans. And beginning with the 
administration of Theodore Roosevelt, 
successive governments have begun to 
understand the principles of the blue 
water school: namely, that defense of 
the coast means keeping hostile forces 
so far out at sea that coast-to-coast com- 
merce and navigation and home popula- 
tions would be guarded free from moles- 
tation. This is the least that can be 
meant when one says that one of the 
first missions of the Navy is the protec- 
tion of commerce and navigation. This 
was well understood and advocated by 
both Washington and John Adams. 

It is almost a certainty that never 
again will a hostile attack, even a hit- 
and-run attack, be made on the coasts 
of the United States. Hostile action 
will inevitably manifest itself in an im- 
mediate attack on our shipping and on 
our necessary importations; such as 
rubber; and the hostile forces will exert 
their pressure on us at points far dis- 
tant from the United States coasts. 
Thus the job of the Navy is the old job 
of protecting commerce and navigation. 
The Navy, by clearing the way for our 


continuing navigation, by that very 
operation, protects the coasts. 
The Government’s national defense 


policy should be guided by sound prin- 
ciples of national strategy. 

With the Coast Artillery and the Army 
Air Force having only local defense mis- 
sions, there can not be any understand- 
ing of national strategy in their minds. 
They are preoccupied only with local 
defense. When they come into defensive 
action, national strategy has broken 
down and they have only to do with the 
tactics of local defense. They are par- 
allel with a protective agency whom 
one hires to wire his home against rob- 
bers and place a watchman on guard 
to come into action only when the rob- 
ber appears. The protective agency 
(also municipal politics, in spite of 
appeals from the patrolling police force) 
has no desire or idea of contributing to 
evolve a municipal strategy that would 





capture the robber in his base, and thus 
save the population these enormous 
costs of local defense, additional to what 
they pay out for the police patrols. 

That the other elements of the Army 
have any understanding of national 
strategy is doubtful; because, in every 
joint Army and Navy maneuver, or ex- 
ercise or problem put out jointly by the 
Army and Navy Departments, the situa- 
tion always begins with the supposition 
that the Navy is “sunk” (the defeat of 
national strategy), and now the Army 
has to beat off a landing of hostile 
forces (the tactics of local coast de- 
fense). And yet the General Staff in 
the field would ridicule the thought of 
success attending a local defensive pol- 
icy of sitting in the trenches indefinitely, 
beating off attacks by merely local de- 
fensives, and never attempting to con- 
vert the trench defensive into a war of 
movement. The same principles should 
govern national strategy, that is to say, 
national strategy should never allow a 
sea power to beat us back to a local 
defense. 

Fortunately for the country, the Presi- 
dent understands national strategy. His 
Cabinet officer, the Secretary of War, has 
characterized the Army Air Corps bills 
introduced in Congress as prompted by 
self interests; beyond any sane esti- 
mate of defensive needs; so costly; so 
fundamentally unsound as to jeopardize 
the safety of the country; violate prin- 
ciples so basic to sound national de- 
fense as to risk defeat and disaster; sac- 
rifice and ignore sound national defense 
preparedness as a whole for the special 
aggrandizement of a special group. 

This is about what was said in the 
letter from a correspondent you pub- 
lished in the ARMY AND Navy JouRNAL 
last January. Only more so.

The Anti-Preparedness Campaign 


Editor, ARMY AND Navy JOURNAL: 

The arguments put forth by the lead- 
ers in the retrograde movement known 
as “The Pacifist Cause” are so crude 
in form and so contradictory in their 
nature as to savor of the ridiculous. 
Were not the issues at stake so vast, we 
could safely leave those leaders to do 
their worst, resting confidently in our 
belief that the tinsel of their arguments 
could not possibly pass for pure gold 
and the good sense of the American 
people would surely detect on which side 
lies the fulfilment of the true measure 
of the duties of citizenship. 

But the matter is not one that can be 
so easily dealt with. The. principle of 
laissez faire has been already too long 
applied; and it is time some counter 
argument was advanced to meet and 
combat the views which the advocate of 
unpreparedness seek to instil into the 
minds of the youth of the land. In this 
mental conflict, the weight is so greatly 
in favor of the proponents of the age- 
old adage, “In peace prepare for war,” 
that to state the case would be to win it. 
Logic demands that we donot present 
ourselves naked and helpless in the in- 
ternational field where the strongest na- 
tion wins. 

But logic performs only a part—pos- 
sibly a minor part—in the solution of 
this great question now pending before 
the people of the United States. It is 
the appeal to motherhood which con- 
fronts us; and here we enter the world 
of sentiment where reason ceases and 
only sentiment based on instinct holds 
sway. Picture—say the pacifist advo- 
cates—a child, the joy of its parents, 
fondled and nurtured through its baby- 
hood and supported during the school- 
life of its maturer years only to have 
its existence quenched in a moment in 
the trenches, the shell holes or on the 
barbed wire of modern warfare. The 
contrast between the high hopes of the 
parents and their sudden blasting is not 
alone portrayed to the public indirectly 
through the medium of innumerable war 
books or an unlimited number of war 
films—in thousands of classrooms ex- 
tending from the universities to the 
little red schoolhouse, the contrast is 
being used as a telling argument against 
militarism and including military train- 
ing as one phase of that opprobrious 
term. 

Some one has said the world is made 
up of only two classes—teachers, and 
other people; and why in this particular 
instance the “teaching class” has devel- 
oped a cult with a pacifist leaning is a 
problem it is somewhat difficult for the 
“other people” to understand. In the 
eagerness to win recruits to their anti- 
war standard, reason is discarded and 
thrown away. The Moloch of military 
life has consumed her child; and against 
soldier-draft in every form the ardor of 
motherhood is directed out of the abund- 
ance of her affectionate loyalty to her 
child. 

But, fortunately for the welfare of 
society as a whole, the reasoning mind 
of the “other people” is more nearly right 
than the impulsive leaning of the parent- 
teacher class. It is seen that the real 
argument is the other way ‘round. How- 
ever dreadful the condition of the sol- 
dier may be in the course of modern 
warfare, this is not a just ground for 
throwing away our weapons and making 
ourselves admittedly weak. The true 
course is for our citizens to build up 
and to maintain a military system so 
universal and so strong that we will be 
immune from attack; and then the de- 
cision as to entrance into a fight will be 
& matter of our own volition. If we 
choose to enter the conflict, it will be 
for reasons that will satisfy the people; 
and armed in a just cause, the people 
will endure whatever modern warfare 
demands—but not otherwise. 

When measures of war are proposed, 
republics are proverbially inert in tak- 
ing the aggressive part. This quality, 

it errs at all, errs on the safer side. 
But this quality does not negative proper 

8 to protect our rights and inter- 
ests from attack by other nations; and 
Switzerland's century of undisturbed 





peace proves beyond question that a re- 
public whose citizens are well armed and 
well trained presents a front so formid- 
able as to forbid attack even though 
larger nations encircle her on every side. 

Prior to and during our participation 
in the World War, there was one Amer- 
ican who had special and intimate knowl- 
edge of actual conditions at the capitals 
of all the warring nations, and six 
months prior to our becoming embroiled, 
Colonel House, President Wilson's un- 
official envoy, reported to the President 
his opinion that if the United States 
should be drawn into the conflict, it 
would be due solely to the feeling of the 
Imperial German Headquarters Staff 
that our fighting strength was so small 
it could be ignored. In the preface to 
one of his books issued subsequent to 
the close of the War, Colonel House ex- 
presses the seasoned opinion that had 
the United States been in a state of 
preparedness our weight would have 
turned the balance and brought peace 
without the loss of one American soldier. 

With this thought in mind, it is proper 
and should be convincing to present the 
counter-argument that until all the ma- 
jor nations reduce their armaments to 
police-like strength,—not less, but more, 
thorough preparedness, is the key which 
unlocks for the United States the door 
of presumptive peace. Then we should 
see the students of Vassar, headed by 
their president and faculty, marching in 
solemn procession to advocate military 
training instead of parading a gesture 
for pacific placidity. 

Only one suggestive idea can be cred- 
ited to the group who oppose mainte- 
nance of a condition of preparedness as 
the best safeguard against war. That 
thought—their panacea—demands_ sub- 
mission of the question “War or No 
War” to the youth of the land—the 
fighting element—as the party most in- 
terested in the momentous decision. The 
idea is unique; but it really gets us no- 
where. Was it not the youth of the 
Frontier States which compelled the re- 
luctant Madison Administration to begin 
the second war with England—the War 
of 1812? 

The sober sense of the entire nation 
should be invoked on all national issues. 
It is our firm belief the sober sense of 
the American people supports—and will 
continue to maintain—-Preparedness as 


the best means to insure peace.

A Retired Officer’s Views 
Editor, ARMY AND Navy JOURNAL: 

May an old inspector general of the 
Army say a word about your interesting 
promotion discussion? But I see you ask 
no retired officers to express opinions: 
perhaps you remember that Lloyd 
George says all the old generals he 
knows are planning for the last war! 
Still, doesn’t Collins of Mississippi, in 
an able and sympathetic Congressional 
speech last March 7th, tell us all our 
active-service generals of both grades 
now average full three score? 

Some defects of our promotion plan 
have been well expressed by General 
Douglas MacArthur when the Chief of 
Staff said in his 1932 report, “ There is 
some truth in the charge that the sen- 
iority system works to the advantage of 
the mediocre and the average.” Is not 
the object of a promotion system to 
carry the high-grade average officer up 
before he is too old? And at the same 
time to retire officers who after several 
years in a grade are not promoted? Is 
it not fairer to a young man who finds 
he is not well suited to military work 
to allow him to return to civil pursuits 
at as early an age as possible? Is not 
this more just to the State and the 
Army as well as the only way to avoid 
a retired list excessive in cost? After 
all, selection may be the positive, nor- 
mal and natural way of life. Placing 
officers on a list at the dates of entry in 
service and then advancing them in 
turn—irrespective of differences in their 
development and value to the State— 
would seem the negative and artificial 
way of promotion. 

There would sem to be no question of 
depending on the few brilliant men, but 
of fostering the talent of the energetic, 
useful average man and using him to 





advantage before he is aged. A system 
such as our Class B has the marked 
defect that a man is personally named 
—publicly pilloried—and thus the maxi- 
mum sympathy for him is developed. 
Men passed by selection are not so 
marked in a public and personal man- 
ner and they pass to the retired list as 
the natural working of a system.

eral’s office of the Navy informed the 
Marine Headquarters that they have no 
authority to exempt officers from exami- 
nations. While Marine Corps regula- 
tions permitted it, they were no longer 
valid, it was said. Prior to the new act, 
May 29, 1934, much of the law controlling 
Marine Corps promotion was Army law, 
the corps being placed under those laws 
by incorporation. The new act, how- 
ever, declared that all laws governing 
Navy promotion should hereafter apply 
to the Marine Corps. 

The Judge Advocate General’s office 
ruled that the Secretary of the Navy 
is the only one who can exempt officers 
from taking examinations for promotion, 
and furthermore, as it is not the policy 
to generally exempt naval officers from 
examination on school certificates, it is 
hardly likely that such a policy will be 
allowed for the Marine Corps. 

That's the situation at present. Marine 
Corps Headquarters hopes it can be 
straightened out so that officers may be 
promoted without holding written exami- 
nations. One suggestion is to hive oral 
examinations conducted by the board. 





Medico-Military Symposium 

The 1984 medico-military symposium 
for Medical Department Reserve Officers 
of the Army and Navy will be held at 
the Mayo Clinic, from Oct. 7 to 20, both 
dates inclusive,
